JOHNSON HAS 


SANE PLANS FOR | 
FUTURE OF B. B. 


A. U. Leader Says Minors 
Will Welcome Scheme 


BY I. E. SANBORN, 
‘War between the major and minor 
leagues is less likely than a genuine 
earthquake in the loop, according to 
President Johnson of the American 
league, largely for the reason the world 
war has put professional baseball mag- 
nates hors du combat. In spite of their 
brave front at Peoria, the remnants of 
the National association left from this. 
year’s cataclysm cannot inspire either 
fear or respect, and cannot survive the 
winter on their own feet. 

“In the reorganization of profession- 
al baseball which is being worked out,” 


Mr. Johnson said, “ we are planning to 
give the minor leagues a sane, just, 


and forceful government in place of 


their own weak organization, which 
has proved so inefficient in the past. 
When the club owners of those defunct 
minor leagues undefstand what we 
plan to do they will welcome it, and 
there will be no chance for opposition. 


Once Gave Minors Fortune. 

“Previous to the organization of the 

Federal league the majors paid the 
minors a quarter of a million dollars a 
year on the average for new playing 
talent. The controversy with the Fed- 
eral league compelled a gradual re- 
trenchment, from which the major 
| leagues, had not recovered when the 
European war began to be Yelt. In con- 
sequence, the minors could not exist 
with the chief source of their revenues 
cut off. If they are to resume, this 
source of income must be restored. 

“I am not one df those who believe 
the minor league club owners must 
gauge their flnances according to their 
gate receipts alone. They are the great 
incubators of baseball, and it is just’ 
that they be recompensed for the play- 
ers they develop, the . 
smaller circuits. 


Not Fair to the Player. 


“The absolute abolition of the draft, 
however, cannot be considered, in jus- 
tice to the players. A class D club 
owner, for instance, might turn up a 
second Ty Cobb and sentence him for 
life to play in class D company by fix- 
ing so high a price on him that no 
major club owner could afford to take 
a chance on the youngster. The player 
then would be at the mercy of the 
smaller league, and to protect him it is 
essential that some method be in force 
by which the youngster can be assured 
of advancing in his profession as fast 
as his gbility entitles him to do so.”
